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On April 3, 2008, Mr. Hall and Mr. Strawder met with Examiner Rachel 
Porter and discussed the application. Mr. Hall and Mr. Strawder said that 
Howson's reference was not the same type of medical device as applicant, Mr. 
Hall and Mr. Strawder said that Prince's reference was not the same type of 
medical device as applicant. And, Mr. Hall and Mr. Strawder said that Dome's 
reference also was not the same type of medical device as applicant. 

Even if the combination of Howson, Dome and Prince is made it does not 
meet the claims of applicant, neither Howson, Dome nor Prince teach "...a 
computer for storing a first series of steps that an operator should perform when 
using said medical imaging machine..." (an excerpt of Claim 65), nor does either 
teach a computer "... storing a second series of steps that set forth what the 
operator performed during the use of said medical imaging machine..." (Also an 
excerpt of Claim 65).
